THE AFRICAN IN THE LUMBER.

The colored gentleman in the woodpile
of Senator Stanford’s bill to have the Gov-
ernment lend some hundreds of millions
on renl estate security at 2 per cenb
was brought to light by Senator Mitchell's
pointed question on Thursday. To his
inquiry wheiher under the bill ecorpora-
tions owning large bodies of land, such as
land grant railroads, could mot borrow
money of the Government at 2 per cent,
Senator Sanford wus compelled to reply
in the affirmative.

The California Senator is one of the
largest stoekholders in the corporation
witich holds to-day the largest land grant
given by the Government. The relations
between the land grant corperation and
the Government are of the most ansatis-
factory character; and it is notoriously
maneged with the express purpose of es-
caping the repsyment of the subsidy which
the Government lent it in addition to the
land gift. It would be a notable addition
it Sepator Stanford and his associates
eould get some scores of millions more out
of the Government for an indefinite period
atl 2 per cent. interest.  But the people of
the United States may not only fail fo see
where they will be bencfited thereby, but
miy tltink that Senator Stanford and the
rest of the Centzal Paeific have already
got rich enough out of the Government
bounty,

The prospect of @ haunl of this sort, to-
gether with the opportunity of cultivating
a little cheap popularity with the Farmers'
Aliance enthusiasts, affords an ample ex-
planslion for Senator Stanford’s remarka-
bie bill,

If Bardsley wishes
to turn State’s evidence in the hope of
securing a mitigafion of his punishment
he must deal with the State administra-
tion, and whatever casuistry may say as to
the morality of pardoning one eriminal in
the hope of bringing down bigger game, it
is not to be expected that the Democratic
leaders will rise so far above buman
motives a5 to refuse the chance of making
some further and startling disclosures,

AN OLD ERROK.

The difficully in overcoming precon-
ceived notions on any subject is strikingly
illustrated by the stereotyped explanation
with regard to boiler explosions. The
New York Telegrom in commenting upon
a recent Jocomotive boiler explosion af-
fords an example of the sort by saying:
“In this instance the explosion which tore
the bodies of engineer and firemen to
shreds and harled the head of one of them
a quarter of a mile is attributed to the fact
that the water was allowed to get too low.
It is satisfactory fo know that it was not
due to any inherent, undiscoverable and
unpreventible defect in the locomotive.”

Inthe statemént of the case given ahove,
it first appears that the only persons who
knew anyihing about the stage of water in
the boiler were killed. But the old theory
that explosions are due to that cause sug-
gested the stereotyped guess; and con-
sequently the explanation is accepted
without dispute. This, too, in the face of
the fact thst more than ten years ago
it was demonstrated by the Munkall
farm cxperiments in this eity, ()
that boilers could bhe run empty,
heated to & red heat, and then have the
cold water turned in upon them without
producing an explosion; and, (2 that a
sirong and new boiler filled with water
raised under pressure to a superheated
point ¢ould be blown Into shreds by sim-
piy opening the throttle valve.

REFORMS OVER IN OE10,

Recent proeeedings in the Ohio Legis-
lature are well worthy of note. The in-
troduction of a bill, providing for an ex-
aminer of telegraphers, and making sub-
ject to fine and imprisonment the president
or chief manager of railways employing
operators who have not received the ex-
aminer’s eertificate of eapability, is a step
in the right direction, as it tends to define
the responsibility of the railroad eom-
panies. But the measure is incomplete
and fails to get at the root of the matter,
for investigations show that where acei-
dents have directly resulted from mis-
takes on the part of telegraphers, those
errors have been nearly always due, not to
the infrinsie incompetency of the operator,
but rather to the number of instruments
placed in his charge or the length of time
he was expected to work without rest.

The bill introduced into the Senate, pro-
hibiting the majority stockholders in com-
panies from disposing of their stock with-
out giving two weeks' nolice to the mi-
nority, is a progressive and much needed
measure for the protection of the small
capitalist from the machinations of un-
sernpulous financiers.

While the Legislature isto be compli-
mented on the high standard of these,
and other messures, under its consider-
ation it must be warned that, if any per-
manent good is to result, the systems em-
ploved must be thorough, and the matters
under discussion must be probed to the
core; for a mere gliding over the surface
of things and the remedies likely to result
from such a careless method of procedure
can only hinder the progress of real re-
form.

OvR correspondent’s remarks on the war
question as glven elsewhere should attract
the attention of all thoughtful readers. His
deseription of the politica! phase of the sito-
ation is especially noteworthy. Politicians
who do not aspire to statesmanship, but are
content to govern their actions werely by
the ebb and flow of party tides, are, as le
points cul, in an awkward predicament.

'OUR EARLY SPECULATIONS.

**A vast speoulation had fall’d, -

—CAPTAIN HENRY M. SHREVE lived at
Brownsville, on the Mononganhols, in the
early part of the present century, but he
was practieally a Fistsburger, for his keal-
boats carried on & transportation business
between here and New Orleans. In 18I0 he
determined to open n new buriness with his
primitive boats. Prior to that period the
British had monopolized the trafie with the
Indians along the Upper Mississippd, and
exercised over them a controlling influence
which was subsequently felt in all the hor-
rors of an Indian warfare. Only o few set-
tlements existed north of St, Louis, Shreve
found ont that the British tvaders. in addi-
tion to bartering oft’ their yum and whisky
with the savages for fur, got lead trom them.
He resolved to penstrate the wilderness
himseif, and win for the Americansa share
of what he guessed to be a mighty valuable
mineral. Building a new barge of 35 tons
burthen at Pittsburg, he manned it with 12
men and proceeded down the Tiver. On
May 2 of that year he left St. Louis for the
Fever or Galena river. He lad an adven-
turesome voyange, but managed his mission
20 adroitly with the prejudiced Indians that
lie bought from them 60 tons of lead. This was
too much for his barge, so he cajoled the
savages a while longer until his men built
an additional craft, to which he addeda
Mackinaw Doat bought from some rene-
pades. His little flotillas reached St. Lonis
in ton days, and proceeding on to New
Orleans, Shrevs shipped his lead to Phila-
delphin, rud realized from the single ven-
tnrs $11.000 in eash. which he wnvested in
and svound Pittsbnrg. 1t was the com-
mencement of the American lead trads on
the Upper Mississippi.

Colonel Williamn B. Foster was at that time
Deputy Commissary of the United States
army at Pittsburg. He was the father of
Hon. Morrison Foster, of Sewickley, Joseph
MeClurg's foundry stootd where the old Post-
office now isat the corner of Fifth avenue
and Smithfeld street.

Dr, Hussey's Great Spoee,

—ImyepraTeny uwpon the consumma-
tion of the Chippewn Indinn treaty, in 1842,
Dr. C. . Hussey, of Pittsburg, set on foot
plans for. penetrating the little explored
Lake Superior region in search of copper.
The previoua year Thomaz - W. Howe, of
Pittsborg, hud made a diflienlt journey into
the wilderness, und was eouvinced that the
earth contained untold millions in copper.
Buk there were so wany obstacles in the
way, stieh us no naviguble connuvetion be-
tween Lake Superior and the other great
lnkes (the canal at Ste. St Marie not having
yet been conceived) anid the unfriendli-
ness of the Chippewa tribes, that the matter
remained fernment until 123 when Dr.
Hussey sentJohn Hags from this city to
the shoves of thie lnke. He pnrchased for
Dr. Hussey a sixth intervest in the firat
three permits ever issued by the govern-
menf for mineral research mp there. In
September 154, the doctor himself joined
Hays. On bhis retarn, otiher Pittsburg capi-
talists placed funds in the hands of Dr.
Hussev, and together they begzan to de-
velop the famious CHT mine, in the follow-
ing vear., They took ont of the ground
masses af copper weighing all the way from
one to 80 tons each: The one mine they
opened produced $,000,000; paid divi-
dends to the amount of £2,2580.000, and cost
it= owners only §110,000. It requirved nerve
to go into such a venture as this, buog
Mesars Hussey, Howe, Willilam Pettitt,
Chunrles Avery, anda few other Pittsburg-
ers, possessed that nerve,

Toullt Ships for the Ovean.

—TIx 1803 the ship Louisiana, built at
Elizabeth, on the Monongahela, for the ocean
trade, lefe Pittsbury for the Gulf of Mexico
bailasted with onr bituminous coal. This it
touk clear around the coast to Philadelphiy,
readily disposing ol it there for 37} cents
per bnshel, or 10 50 per ton,

Pittsburgers bonght window glass from the
celebrated Hon. Albert Gallatin’s fnctory, at
New Geneva, on the Mcnongahela, in 1797,
paying him forit from $14 to $£20 per box,
These Lig profits were against Mr. Gallatin's
best judiyment, however., His financial fore-
sight, which won lsim such & repuwntion as
Secretary of the United States Treasury, was
well displayed here. He reasoned with his
partners in the glass factory that those high
prices wounld attracs competition very soon,
whereas if it was redoced to $4 50 per box
they wonld earn n reasonuble margin and
prevent temptstion to other capitalists at
Pittsburg. His advioe was overrnled. Win-
dow glass made in 1801 at Denny & Beelen's
faotory, in Plitsburg, sold for$12 per box of
100 fect, bnt the size is not given,

In 1886 the sum of $4,163,000 divided among
nine rolling mills in Pittsburg gives dsan
idea of the volume of business then done in
iron, and the profits sceruing. These nine
mills employed 1,000 hands, and u=ed 28000
tons of pig metal and Mooms.

A Busy Mart in Early Days,

—WiTHOUT railroads who would be the
consumers of Pittsburg’s iron product?
Well, in 1836 there were no railroads. But
all over Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indiana
farmers were se'tling, and farmers de-
manded iron tools. The farmers boomed
Pittsburg. In that vear, in that partof the
city still ealled Lawrenceville, Ephriam
Estep's shop turned out $70,000 worth of
axes, shovels and spales. Lippencott &
Brog—a well-known firm in those days—and
Kings, and Higby & Anderson, manufac-
tured the same year 8,000 dozen shovels and
spades, 1,600 hoes, and 600 snws.

Two other lucky turns in the history of
Pittsbure's industry are too recent to need
more than recalling. One was in Counells-
ville coke, and the other wasthe original
high prices paid a foew manufacturers for
stagl rails. In the former, 1850 suw $5 por ton
paid for coke.

"A View of the Trade of the City of Pitts-
burg In 16803," mentions one merchant whe
had just sold off 2800 .fur and wool huts at §5
each, and %0 dozen chip hats at$7 50 per
dozan.

¥rom all of which instances ic would ap-
pear that these ploneer Pittsburg specula-
tors meither “muttered” nor maddened,”
but they prospered and grew wealthy. Their
daring in laying the foundation of not only
this eoity's industries, but of some of the
United States’ most fumous lines of trade,
should command a national admiration.

The specimens are four good-sized
flies, called the coicharras, which are founa
only in the suburbs of Acapuleo. They are
harvest flies, and dnring the summer they
feast upon the grain. In the riny season
they are foreed underground, and while im-
priconed = healthy, well-developed sprig
grows from them and appears above the
gronnd,

Tie spriz has every appearance of being
plant lite, bus its origin is queer. The sprig
generally zrows ont from the first arelculs-
tion of the neck, and those on the specimens
at the Mining Burean are about 1% inches
long and certainly look like plants. The
roots of this corious crowth fill the entire
body of the fly, the outer shell of the insects
forming a case for them.
